Can you give me some background on 
Walt Disney's family? 
—S.L., Effingham, Ill. 

Walt Disney's ancestors, originally 
named d'Isigny, migrated from France to 
England to Ireland. His great-grand- 
father crossed the Atlantic to Canada in 
1834, where he settled in Ontario and 
built a grist mill. 

Walt's father, Elias, was born in Canada 
but, while in his teens, moved with his 
family to Kansas. A few years later, when a 
neighbor family named Call moved to 
Florida, Elias went with them and soon 
married the daughter, Flora. Elias and 
Flora had bad luck growing oranges and 
running a hotel, so they moved to 
Chicago where Elias became 
a building contractor. It was 
there that Walt was born 
on December 5, 1901.

Buta much more 
momentous event occurred— Pearl 
Harbor—and poor Dumbo was 
supplanted by Japanese General 
Yamamoto.
